Please  check  up  order  as  soon  as  received  that 
we  may  rectify  any  mistakes  that  might  be  made.  We  guarantee  tubers  to  start 
growing,  which  fact  proves  that  same  are  alive  and  have  eyes.  If,  through  any 
mistake  on  our  part,  tuber  does  not  start  growing,  we  will  replace  tuber  same 
season  if  not  too  late,  or  the  following  year.  But  we  will  not  guarantee  a dahlia 
plant  to  continue  to  grow  as  it  is  a risk  incidental  to  gardening  and  must  be 
accepted  by  a customer  of  every  firm  selling  plants  or  seeds.  After  Dahlias  sold 
you  by  us  have  sprouted,  our  responsibility  ceases  and  we  cannot  replace  them  if 
you  do  not  have  success  as  expected.  We  do  replace  those  that  do  not  come 
true  to  name,  from  any  fault  of  ours  in  handling. 

Alost  failures  are  due  to  garden  insects,  or  improper  planting.  Also  to 
attention  given  same  and  weather  conditions  at  time  of  planting.  Another  fault 
is  keeping  the  roots  too  long  before  planting.  Upon  arrival  of  Dahlia  tubers 
same  should  be  immediately  unpacked  and  if  planting  is  to  be  delayed  for  a 
time,  cover  the  roots  with  a fine  damp  soil  or  sand.  Do  not  keep  same  too  wet. 
Unless  this  is  done,  the  eye  may  dry  up  and  not  sprout  although  this  fact 
might  not  be  visable  to  the  naked  eye.  Every  nurseryman  or  commercial  grower 
receive  letters  full  of  praise  for  stock  sent  out,  and  from  other  regions  dis- 
appointing letters  because  of  failures  to  procure  results.  A long,  dry  spell  or 
one  of  excessive  moisture  and  rain  can  ruin  a prospective  crop  of  Dahlias  as  well 
as  many  other  growing  crops.  There  are  other  reasons  more  or  less  under  control 
of  the  gardener  which  cause  failure  through  neglect.  No  vocation  seems  to  have 
more  uncertainties  and  enemy  conditions  than  the  agriculturist,  which  only  lends 
pride  and  joy  by  producing  a wealth  of  beautiful  plants  and  flowers  by  over- 
coming same. 

Hence,  you  will  see  why  we  cannot  guarantee  every  one’s  culture  of  Dahlia 
roots  after  same  are  received  in  a healthy,  strong,  growing  condition.

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History  of  the  Dahlia 

The  DAHLIA  is  a native  of  Mexico,  and  before  the  invasion  by  Cortez  was 
grown  by  the  Aztecs.  It  was  named  in  honor  of  Professor  Andrew  Dahl,  a 
Swedish  Botanist,  and  was  first  cultivated  in  Europe  about  130  years  ago.  Dahlia 
variabilis,  the  forerunner  of  the  common  or  show  Dahlia,  was  single  in  its  wild 
state,  the  first  perfectly  double  flower  being  obtained  by  i\I.  Dankelaar  of  the 
Botanical  Gardens  of  Belgium  in  1814;  from  this  source  came  the  well-known  double 
varieties  so  common  in  the  gardens  of  the  East  half  a century  ago.  Dahlia  Juarezi, 
the  original  Cactus  Dahlia,  was  named  after  a former  President  of  Mexico  and  was 
found  in  Juxphaor,  Mexico,  in  1872  by  J.  T.  Vanderberg,  and  sent  by  him  to  an 
English  florist,  who  exhibited  it  in  England  in  1882.  Its  graceful  form  and  brilliant 
color  at  once  captured  the  fancy  of  flower  lovers,  and  today  there  is  no  flower 
more  popular.  The  progeny  of  Dahlia  Juarezi  not  only  “broke”  into  various  colors, 
but  different  shapes  as  well.  It  was  by  selecting  the  most  desirable  of  these  and 
reselecting  the  finest  from  each  succeeding  generation  of  plants,  that  the  Cactus 
Dahlia  has  arrived  at  its  present  state  of  perfection.  Pompon  forms  appeared 

about  1858 — 1860;  next  came  tbe  decorative  type,  which  is  about  40  years  old,  and 
most  recently  Lne  Hybrid  Cactus  and  tbe  Peony  class,  which  dates  back  but  a few 
years  and  have  become  very  popular.  Indeed,  the  marvelous  transformation  wrought 
in  this  w'onderful  flower  in  the  past  36  years  reads  more  like  a tale  from 

Arabian  Kighcs  than  actual  reality. 

The  Culture  of  the  Dahlia 

SUCCESS  WILL  EOLLOW  IHYOU  OBSERVE  THESE  INSTRUCTIONS 

Location. — The  Dahlia  is  not  as  patricular  as  most  of  our  flowers,  and  will 

succeed  under  a great  many  adverse  conditions.  There  are,  however,  certain  loca- 
tions where  Dahlias  seem  to  outdo  themselves.  An  open,  sunny  location  seems 
to  favor  them  at  all  times.  Dahlias  do  well  on  high  or  low  lands,  on  hillsides  or 
perfectly  level  land,  giving  good  results  in  each  location. 

Dahlias  will  grow  and  do  equally  well  in  an}"  kind  of  soil,  sand,  gravel,  heavy 
and  ligiii.  loam.  In  sand  and  gravel  they  form  a short,  sturdy,  compact  plant,  and 
in  heavy  loam  and  low  land  they  grow  tall  and  rank,  blossoming  about  a week 
later  than  those  planted  at  the  same  time  in  sandy  soil. 

Preparation. — The  soil  should  be  thoroughly  cultivated,  8 to  10  inches  deep, 

well  pulverized  and  thoroughly  worked  over.  To  secure  exceptional  results,  have 
your  soil  spaded  in  the  fall,  or  as  early  as  practicable  in  the  spring;  then,  just 
before  planting,  have  spaded  again. 

Eertilizer. — Eertilization  is  one  of  tbe  most  important  factors,  to  be  success- 
ful with  Dahlias.  We  all  know  that  the  Dahlia  requires  and  takes  from  the  soil 
certain  properties;  and  in  order  to  keep  the  soil  in  correct  proportion,  the  materials 
the  Dahlia  takes  from  the  soil  must  be  restored.  You  can  use  dressing  (either 
horse,  cow,  sheep  or  hen)  or  chemicals. 

The  manure  restores  the  properties  necessary,  and  makes  the  soil  light  and 
mellow;  keeps  it  from  being  heavy  and  caking. 

An  application  of  manure  (either  in  liquid  or  ordinary  form)  several  times 
throughout  the  growing  season  proves  very  beneficial,  furnishing  new  material 
for  the  growing  plants  and  insuring  you  the  very  best  results. 

Time  of  Planting. — The  time  for  planting  Dahlias  varies  according  to  the  lo- 
cality. Dahlias  can  be  planted  any  time  after  danger  of  frost  is  over,  and  under 
ordinary  conditions  will  blossom  in  from  6 to  8 weeks  after  they  have  beeri 
planted.  It  is  always  best  to  wait  until  the  ground  becomes  thoroughly  warmed. 

Planting. — Plant  bulbs  in  hills,  laying  flat  down,  6 inches  deep.  Do  not  stand 
the  bulb  on  end.  If  you  stand  the  bulb  on  end,  having  the  sprout  near  the  top 
of  the  ground,  all  the  new  bulbs  which  form  will  grow  near  the  top  of  the 
ground  and  when  you  have  a dry  spell  your  plant  becomes  stunted;  whereas,  if 
the  bulbs  were  planted  flat  down,  6 inches  deep,  no  matter  how  dry  the  season, 
the  bulbs  would  receive  sufficient  moisture  to  keep  them  growing.  If  planting 
with  manure,  cover  manure  an  inch  or  so  before  planting  bulbs;  fertilizer  should 
be  thoroughly  worked  into  the  soil.  Either  fertilizer  or  manure  will  burn  the 
sprout;  be  sure  to  cover  with  soil. 

Care  of  Plants. — Give  thorough  cultivation,  deep  at  first  and  continued  once  a 
week  until  the  plants  commence  to  flower.  After  they  commence  to  blossom 
do  not  cultivate,  as  tlien  is  the  time  tne  new  roots  are  lorming  and  you  are  apt 
to  cut  off  the  new  tubers,  weakening  the  growth  of  the  plant. 
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Watering. — The  amount  of  watering  depends  largely  upon  the  locality  and 
amount  of  rainfall.  In  regions  where  the  rainfall  is  scanty  and  where  sprinkling  and 
irrigai.on  must  be  regularly  practiced,  Dahlias  should  be  watered  more  frequently 
than  in  localities  where  there  is  abundant  rain.  Watering  is  very  beneficial,  adding 
perfection  to  blossoms  and  richness  to  color,  but  do  it  judiciously.  A thorough 
soaking,  with  the  soil  stirred  the  following  day,  is  excellent  but  a constant  surface 
sprinkling  every  day  causes  surface  roots  and  soft  growth. 

Size  of  Bulbs. — The  size  of  the  bulb  or  tuber  does  not  in  any  way'  designate 
the  size  or  quality  of  the  flower.  Some  varieties  of  Dahlias  always  produce  very 
small  bulbs,  while  other  varieties  make  large  ones.  Do  not  consider  small  bulbs 
worthless,  for  they  are  equally  as  good  and  in  many  cases  better  than  large  ones. 
Medium  and  small  sized  bulbs  more  often  produce  the  finest  and  highest  colored 
flowers,  and  in  many  cases  .he  best  and  most  effective  plants.  The  only  requisite 
of  a Dahlia  bulb  is:  Be  sure  that  your  bulb  has  one  or  two  eyes  or  sprouts, 
whether  large  or  small,  and  with  proper  cultivation,  success  is  generally'  assured.
